OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTRE. 


The Superintending School Committee submit the following 
report of the condition arid progress of the schools of Acworth, 
during the year just closed. 


District No. 1. 


Prudential Committee, Mr. J. H. Dickey. The summer term 
of ten weeks was taught by Miss Mary E. Anderson. The wide 
range of ages in scholars, and the great variety of studies in con- 
sequence of this, so cramped the proper work of both scholars 
and teacher, that, after four weeks’ trial, Miss Alice L. Ander- 
son was appointed assistant. The examination showed good 
progress on the part of most of the scholars. 

Mr. Charles W. Stone, of Andover, N. H., a gentleman of excel- 
lent literary attainments, had charge of the Grammer department 
during the fall and winter terms, of ten and eight weeks respect- 
ively. Although some devoted more time and attention to the 
lyceums than could profitably be spared from the regular school 
work, fair progress was made by many of the pupils, especially 
among those taking the higher branches. The order during both 
terms was far from perfect. 

Miss Nellie L. Keyes, of Lempster, N. H., taught the Primary 
school during the fall term of ten weeks, and Miss Annie L. 
Thayer during the winter term of eight weeks. Both were very 
successful terms. The deportment and progress were excellent. 
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District No. 2. 


Prudential Committee, Mr. J. R. gihith, Miss Etta M. King, 
of Marlow, N. H., was employed to teach the summer term of 
ten weeks. Catching the spirit of the teacher, the scholars were 
prompt and enthusiastic, causing the term to be in every se ese 
a good one. 

The fall term of ten weeks, taught by Miss Mary E. Anderson, 
was also a profitable one. 


District No. 3. 


Prudential Committee, Mr. A. E. Buswell. The summer term 
of seven weeks was taught by Miss Dora J. Hilliard. This was 
Miss H.’s first attempt, but she proved to be a faithful and con- 
scientious teacher. 

One of our best teachers, Miss Etta King, had charge of the 
school for twelve weeks in the fall. ‘The attendance was very 
poor, the bad effects of which were shown at the examination. 
Parents will do well to remember that it is impossible for any 
teacher to maintain the interest and attention of the scholars, 
necessary for rapid advancement, where frequent absences are the 
rule. 


District, No. 4. 


Prudential Committee, Mr. M. D. Gould. The fall term was 
commenced by Mr. F. L. Johnson, of Springfield, Vt., who taught 
five weeks, and then left for reasons unknown to the committee. 

The services of Miss Ella E. Straw, of Unity, N. H., were pro- 
cured for the winter term of fourteen weeks. Your committee 
were unable to be present at the examination, but the orderly, 
studious appearance of the school at our first visit justifies us in 
pronouncing the school a successful one. 


District No. 5. 


Prudential Committee, Mr. M. V. B. Peck. Miss Alma A, 
Clark was the teacher during the summer term of eight weeks. 
The number of classes was much too large for the number of pu- 
pils, and the order was not as good as it should have been. Fair 
progress was made in the studies. 
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Very good work, especially among the younger pupils, was 
done in the fall term of twelve weeks, by Miss Flora E. Newton, | 
of Unity, N. H. 


District No. 6. 


Prudential Committee, Mr. J. Benton Tracy. Both summer 
and fall terms, of ‘eight and nine weeks respectively, were taught 
by Miss Nellie E. Willard, of Langdon, N. H. The summer 
school numbered but five pupils, with an increase of two for the 
second term. Miss Willard came to her post with no previous 
experience as a teacher, but her untiring patience and energy did 
- not fail to win abundant success. 


District No. 8. 


Prudential Committee, Mrs. Almira Taylor. The summer term 
of nine weeks was taught by Miss Minnie E. Davis. At our first 
visit the order and recitations were good; but the examination 
failed to show quite as much improvement as we had anticipated. 
Teachers and pupils in this district labor under serious disadvan- 
tages, owing to the great variety of text-books and consequent 
poor classification. 

The fall term was under the care of the experienced and well- 
known teacher, Miss Juliette A. Osgood, who met with her usual 
success. 

One of the best schools in town this year was the third term in 
this district, taught by Mr. Charles H. Howard, who apparently 
had his school under perfect control, and showed a devotion to his 
work equalled by few. Length of term, nine weeks. 


District No. 9. 


Prudential Committee, Mr. F. P-Fletcher. Miss Nellie L. Keyes, 
of Lempster, labored faithfully and well during the summer term 
of ten weeks; but her success might have been greater had per- 
fect harmony existed among the citizens of the district. 

The winter term was under the instruction of Miss Orre A. 
Isham, of Marlow, an efficient. teacher, who, aided by studious 
pupils, made the term in every respect a valuable one. 
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District No. 10. . at7ba 3 


Prudential Committee, Mr. M. B. Wells. In the summer, Miss 
Rossie A. Reed taught her first term (seven weeks) with marked 
success. At the examination, a recitation by a small class of be- 
ginners, taught orally, in geography and arithmetic, would have 
done credit to older and more experienced scholars and,teachers. 

The fall term, taught by Miss Orre A. Isham, was also a pros- 
perous one. The closing examination showed that excellent prog- 
ress had been made during the year. 


District No. 11. 


Prudential Committee, Mr. J. R. Crossett. The summer term — 

of eight weeks was taught by Miss Annie L. Thayer, who was, as. 
usual, successful in her work. <A good feature of this school was 
the small number of classes, which enabled each scholar to make 
good progress in every branch. 

The district was fortunate in securing, for the fall term of the 
Grammar school, Mr. L. K. Graves, of Waterbury, Vt., whois a 
thorough, careful teacher, admirably fitted for the place which he 
so successfully filled. 

We need but mention the name of the teacher of the primary 
school, Miss Nellie M. Atwood, to assure every one that the term 
was one of the best. Miss Atwood drew all her scholars to her 
by a strong personal attachment, and her work was a grand suc- 
cess. Length of term, ten weeks. 

As the two schools were united during the winter term, the 
teacher, Miss Emma Safford, of Springfield, Vt., had many diffi- 
culties with which to contend. Nevertheless, the result of the 
eight weeks’ work was better than could have been expected un- 
der the circumstances. 


District No..12. 


Prudential Committee, Mr. G. P. Dickey. “Miss: Alice E. John- 
son, of Unity, taught the simmer term of eight weeks, both teach- 
er and pupils doing more work than is done in some schools in a 
much longer’time. 

The fall term’ was commenced by the same teacher, but illness 
obliged her to: leave, at the end of three weeks, and the term was 
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completed by her brother, Mr. Francis E. Johnson, who taught 
six weeks. 


District No. 13. 


Prudential Committee, Mr. Emmons Atwood. There was but 
one term in this district, consisting of eleven weeks, taught by 
Miss Della G. Witt, of Drewsville, N. H. During most of the 
term there were but three scholars, two of whom did not know 
the alphabet at the beginning of the term, but at the end were 
able to read better than many little ones after two years’ school- 
ing. The other pupil also made rapid improvement, particularly 
in grammar.

GENERAL REMARKS. 


Great improvements have been made during the past year, in 
- repairing and furnishing school-houses. Districts Nos. 2 and 3 
have finished the repairs commenced last year. In No. 4 the 
school-house has been entirely rebuilt, and furnished with patent 
desks and seats, making it, in some respects, more pleasant and 
comfortable apy any other in town. In No. 11 repairs have been 
made. Nos. 1, 3, 5, 8,9, 11 (also No. 12, by private subscrip- 
tion), have purchased large and valuable stan maps. Although 
we are duly grateful for the advance already made in this direc- 
tion, much still remains to be done. We do not hesitate to say, 
that, in many schools, twice as much might be accomplished in 
geography could the teacher be furnished with an ordinary set of 
outline maps, costing from eight to ten dollars. Yet we find such 
a set complete in but three districts in town. 

Much improvement might be made in text-books, too great a 
variety being found in many schools. We recommend the Frank- 
lin Readers, Harper’s Geographies, and Swinton’s Grammars. 
The latter have been introduced into our schools during the past 
year, and have met with almost universal approval.
